NEW ORIGANS, La <AP> 
The chairman of the nation's 
governors wants to see all 
property taxes abolished and 
replaced with something more 
compatible with 
today's 
in­ 
flation economy. 
Democratic Gov. Calvin L.. 
Rampton of Utah says he hopes 
to see the time “when the prop­ 
erty tax would be phased out 
entirely for all forms of govern­ 
ment. and I 
mean entirely, 
gone " 
In the prepared text of to­ 
day's keynote speech at the 67th 
N ational 
Governor's 
Con­ 
ference. Rampton called for 
‘‘restructuring our tax sources 
at all levels of government so 
that each level on its own will 
bave adequate sources of reve­ 
nue.’' 
At a news conference Sunday. 
Çampton said the federal gov­ 
ernment has virtually preemp­ 
ted the only viable alternative, 
the income tax. while local gov­ 
ernment is locked into a rigid 
gj-operty tax structure or hand­ 
outs from the state and federal 
levels. 
Rampton said state legisla­ 
tures should relax restrictions 
on local income and sales taxes 
and predicted taxpayers would 


support the change “it they 
could get a tradeoff with the 
property tax." 
Most of the other action Sun­ 
day dealt with politics. 
Louisiana Gov Edwin I). Ed­ 
wards. the conference host, 
conceded that Alabama Gov. 
Cieorge C. Wallace would carry 
60 per cent of Louisiana's vote 
but would not get the nation­ 
wide support to win the Demo­ 
cratic nomination for president 
or vice president. 
“I don’t view him at all as a 
possibility for the nomination of 
the Democratic party ..." Ed­ 
wards said. 
Hut Wallace, who arrived at 
the conference later, scoffed at 
that.

LIBREVILLE, Gabon <AP) 
— President Albert Bernard 
Bongo of Gabon opened a min­ 
isterial conference of the Or­ 
ganization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries today with a 
call for “global negotiations on 
all raw materials including pet­ 
roleum." 


Speaking to the formal open­ 
ing session in the headquarters 
of Gabon's only authorized po­ 
litical party, Bongo said OPEC 
remains prepared at any time 
to reopen the preliminary talks 
with oil importers which col­ 
lapsed in Paris in April. 
But he reiterated the OPEC 
view that all raw materials 
must be discussed simulta­ 
neously. and said the oil export­ 
ers will not accept a dialogue 
limited to energy questions 
alone. 


Bongo said the oil exporters 
suffered a 35 per cent loss in 
revenue through monetary ero­ 
sion since the price freeze went 
into effect at the beginning of 
last year. During the same pe­ 
riod. he added, the cost of in­ 
dustrial equipment and con­ 
sumer goods imported by the 
oil producers increased by al­ 
most 10 per cent. 


Bongo was the only major 
speaker at the meeting. The 
three-day session generally is 
expected to abandon the dollar 
as the basis for world oil prices 
effective Oct. 1. Most of the de­ 
bates were to be held -behind 
closed doors, with a final com­ 
munique expected to he pub­ 
lished Wednesday.

Sites Mired In Legislature

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)-A 
bill to protect ancient Indian 
burial grounds from desecra­ 
tion is mired in a legislative 
subcom m ittee, but archae­ 
ologists and laymen are more 
conscious of the perplexing is­ 
sue.

The anthropologist, Dr. Gus­ 
tav Carlson, said the skeletons- 
have been carefully treated, 
and probably were saved from 
destruction by bulldozers dur­ 
ing construction of the plant. 
Warren County authorities 
last month reported discovery 
of bones believed to be from a 
centuries-old Indian burial 
ground, but the sheriff’s office 
refused to disclose the exact lo­ 
cation to prevent digging.

Reports Helms 


Denied Slaying 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — An 11- 
year Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy employe who resigned last 
month says former CIA Direc­ 
tor Richard Helms denied to 
agents in 1964 that the agency 
engaged in assassination. 
In a copyright story in to­ 
day’s Miami Herald. Mike Ack­ 
erman said he is disappointed 
at the failure of the current di­ 
rector. William Colby, to deny 
the existence of such plots. 
“Richard Helms, then chief 
of clandestine services and lat­ 
er director of the CIA, ad­ 
dressed a training class of 
which 1 was a member," said 
Ackerman, 34, W’ho at the time 
was in training to be a clandes­ 
tine agent. 
“One of my classm ates asked 
him directly: ‘Does CIA employ 
assassination as a weapon?’” 
“ ‘The CIA does not condone, 
support or participate in assas 
sinations,"’ Ackerman quoted 
Helms as saying. 
Ackerman said that when the 
recent set of rumors began 
about CIA involvement in such 
plotting, “1 expected Director 
William Colby to promptly and 
firmly scotch them with a no- 
nonsense denial ...” 
‘The more time passed, the 
more accusing became the si­ 
lence," Ackerman said. “By 
the time I resigned from the 
CIA on May 30, concern had 
turned to quiet despair." Ack­ 
erman said he resigned “be­ 
cause you can’t run an in­ 
telligence agency in a goldfish 
bowl." 
In an earlier copyright story 
in the Herald, Ackerman said 
the agency had been jiaraly zed 
by its own mistakes, attacks by 
U.S. politicians and elements of 
the American press and an in- 
different American public.

whale of a snafu in the Endan­ 
gered Species Act is costing the 
federal government thousands 
of dollars 
each year. 
Rep. 
Charles A. 
Mosher, 
R-Ohio, 
said today. 
Tho government is paying 
more than $38,500 a year to 
store millions of pounds of sur­ 
plus sperm whale oil. which it 
cannot sell to private business 
because of the law, said Mosh­ 
er. 
The Endangered Species Act 
prohibits any sale or shipment 
of products derived from ani­ 
mals on the endangered species 
list. 
The sperm whale is classified 
as endangered. 
Masher said 
the 
General 
Services Administration (GSA) 
contracted with private firms 
to sell the stockpiled whale oil, 
and the largest purchaser was 
the Werner G. Smith Co. of 
Cleveland. 
However, 
after 
an 
initial 
shipment of the whale oil to the 
private buyers, the GSA was 
notified by other government 
agencies that the sale and de­ 
livery was in violation of the 
Endangered Species Act. Con­ 
gress had passed the law be­ 
tween the time of the bid solic­ 
itation and the first delivery of 
the oil. 
Mosher said that for the past 
two years the bulk of the stock­ 
piled sperm whale oil has re­ 
mained in storage "at a co6t of 
more than $3.000 a month, and 
has been of no use to anyone.”

Uncle vSam would have collected $58.2 billion 
m ore in income taxes in 1974 than he actually did 
if it hadn't been for all those holes successive 
Congresses have seen fit to drill into the tax 
laws. 


According to a T reasury Dept, study release^ 
by Sen W alter F. Mondale. D-Minn.. the deduc 
tion allowed for state and local tax paym ents, not 
including property and gasoline taxes, was the, 
governm ent’s greatest single money "loser ." It 
"cost” the T reasury $7 billion last fiscal year 


The deduction tor m ortgage interest paym ents 
cost ft another $4.9 biilion. the property tax 
deduction "co st” it $4.1 billion, and the gasoline 
tax deduction "cost” $865 million. Also, because 
social security paym ents are exem pt from 
federal income tax. the government 
"lo st” 
another $3.2 billion there 
We have sprinkled quotation m arks around 
certain words above just in case som e A m er­ 
icans have not yet been deluded, or deluded 
themselves, into the belief that all blessings flow 
from Washington — that what the governm ent 
lets us keep from our earnings is a gift from it to 
us — that governm ent creates wealth rath er 
than 
merely 
redistributing 
it 
(one 
m an's 


d e d u c tio n 
is a n o th e r 
m an s 
p r e te r e n tia l 
provision ' 
Actually, you could say that the governm ent 
"lost” upw ards of a trillion dollars last vear. 
This is the total value of all the goods and se r­ 
vices produced by Am ericans, which the govern­ 
ment did not confiscate. 
Mondal's purpose in releasing the study, of 
course, w as to show how the tax laws benefit the 
upper-income fellow 
If there were no deductions of any kind in the 
revenue code, alm ost a f ourth of that $58.2 billion 
Uncle Sam would have collected last y ear would 
have com e from people with incomes over 
$50,000, w ho represent only 1.2 per cent of all tax 
payers Only about a sixth of it would have come 
from people w ith incomes of $10,000 or less, who 
constitute 46 9 per cent of all taxpayers. 
Now this may or may not he a terrible thing, 
and it may or m ay not lie defensible. But until 
such time as we have a system in this country in 
which the governm ent does own everything, in 
which case the private citizen's gain would in­ 
deed he the b u reau crat's loss, it rem ains inac­

E ven in the midst of a recession and econ­ 
omizing efforts, reports "Focus J a p a n .” pub­ 
lished by the Ja p an External T rade O rganiza­ 
tion, it is not uncomm on for executives to take 
their guests out for an expensive afternoon at a 
golf club, followed in the evening by drinks in a 
fancy hotel bar or dinner in a 
traditional 
eestaurant with kimono-clad hostesses - and put 
A all on the company tab 
Because 
"socializing 
expenses” 
a re 
con 
sidered an integral part of the Japan ese way of 
doing business, the governm ent provides a 
liberal 
tax 
policy 
Corporate 
entertainm ent 
expenditures up to four million yen. plus one per 
len t of the firm 's capital, are tax exem pt, and 25 
per cent of the expenses over that total a re aiso 
tax free 


The Tokyo Electric Pow er Co., holding the 
largest corporate capital in the country, is 
legally allowed to set aside 307 million yen an- 
nualh for social entertaining 
With the yen 
hovering around 300 to the dollar, that 's roughly 
Si million. 
Sm aller tirm s are big spenders in proportion to 
their volumes ot sales and earnings, and their 
total entertainm ent expenses exceed those of the 
large firms combined 
Total corporate socializing expenditures by 
Jap an ese firms m fiscal 1973 were com parable to 
the am ount the governm ent spent on education.

Rioting That Hit Cities In 1960s 


Most authorities say 
huh 
unemployment and cutbacks in 
job and recreational programs 
will not cause the kind of mas­ 
sive rioting that plagued cities 
in the 1960s. But some expect an 
upsurge in minor violence and 
crime. 
A few officials also say they 
are concerned that unemploy­ 
ment and cutbacks may create 
more extensive violence Others 
question the optimistic fore­ 
casts for a calm summer.

Last year. lB.(KM) youths ap­ 
plied for 3,300 jobs in Kansas 
City. This year, officials were 
planning on 4,000 jobs, and ap­ 
plications are already double 
that, with more applying daily. 
In Chicago, Joyce Bolinger of 
the City Manpower Department 
said it was hoped the federal 
government 
would provide

see no such relationship * but 
there is no doubt about high 
unemployment in cities, par­ 
ticularly among minorities and 
young people. 
While many cities don’t keep 
exact jobless figures for youths, 
it’s agreed teen-age unemploy­ 
ment is far above the over all 
rate 
The latest figures put 
overall unemployent at 15.4 
percent in Detroit. 11.6 per cent 
in Baltimore. 13.4 per cent in 
Boston and 12 per cent in Los 
Angeles 
Nationwide, 
the 
over all 
unemployment rale in April, 
the latest month for which fig­ 
ures are available available, 
was 8 9 per cent It was 14.6 per 
cent for blacks. 20.4 per cent for 
teen-agers and 40.2 per cent for 
minority teen-agers. 


Even with the high unem­ 
ployment and cutbacks in job 
programs, there are arguments 
for saying there will be no 
largescale violence 
First, most police officials 
say they’ve seen no signs of 
violence developing Two other 
reasons given are that author­ 
ities are more aware of minor­ 
ities' problems now and that the 
frustrated 
minorities 
who 
rioted in big cities in the 1960s 
have become more sophis­ 
ticated. 
"More people realize that 
burning and looting don’t do 
any good,” said Chicago Depu­ 
ty Police Superintendent Sam 
Nolan ” Some of the areas that 
were burned dow n in 1968 are 
still void of buildings. The 
people realize that the poor only 
get poorer w hen this happens.” 
And the Rev. William Cun­ 
ningham. who heads a civil 
rights program in Detroit, said 
the current recession may be 
less dangerous than were the 
rising expectations 
in 
1967. 
when Detroit suffered a major 
riot. 
“ In 1967 there was no eco­ 
nomic squeeze.” 
he said. 
“ People saw the light at the end 
of the tunnel and decided to run 
for it instead of walk. Now, 
there is no light. 
“ There is no mood of rebel­ 
lion in inner-city Detroit now. 
no mean mood. The economic 
problems 
are 
very 
con­ 
straining.” 
Both Gunther and Father 
Cunningham expected an in­ 
crease 111 personal crime, and 
Hatcher said he was worried 
the despair and sophistication 
the two spoke of could produce 
large-scale violence. 
“ It’s a matter of people be­ 
coming so frustrated that they 
go out and take things into their 
own hands.” he said, adding 
that know ing not to burn down 
one's own neighborhood may 
produce 
something 
more 
ominous than the riots of the 
60s.
